aga ) up0^ Blood ye f y^>arm, as it came from the jinimd, viz. That 
by putting into it a little Aqua-fortiSj or Oyl of Vitriol, or Spirit of 
Salt, (thefe being the mofi ufnal Xcid Menftruums) the Blood mt 
only woM prefe^tly lofe its pure colour , and become of a dirty one^, 
but in a trice be alfo coagulated*^ xvhcreas iffomefine Urinous spi- 
rit, abounding in Volatil Salt.fuch m ^^^ Spirit of Sal Armoniack, 
V0ere mingled mth the warm Bloody it would not only mt curdle it, or 
imbafe its Colour, but make it look rather more florid than before, and 
both keep it fluid ^ andpreferve it from putrefaSiionfor a long time. 

This Experiment I devis'd, among other things, to/hew the Ami- 
cablenefs of Volatil Spirits to the Blood. And I remember, *tW4s 
fo much taken notice of that fome very inquifltive Members of the 
Society came frefently to me, and dejired me to acquaint them more 
particularly with it ; which I readily did, though afterwards I made 
^ome further Obfervations about the fame Experiments , that I had no 
occajion to relate. 

This having been fopublickly done, though I flj all not fay, that Sig*' 
nor FracalTa ti may not have hit, as well as I, upon the Experiments 
publijhed in his Name, yet there is fo little difference between the 
warm Blood of an Animal oat of his Feins and m them, that ^tis 
mt very improbable, that he may have had fome imp erf e^ Rumour of 
our Experiment without knowing whence it came, andfo may, without 
any diftng^enuity ^have thence taken a hint to make andpublifljwhatmw 
is EngbflPd in the Tranfaftions* if it be thought ft, that any men- 
tion be made of what I related fo long fine e, I think I can fend you 
fome other Circumflances belonging to it : For I remember, I tried 
it with other Liquors (as Spirit of Wine, Oyl of Tartar, Oyl 
of Turpentine) and 1 think alfo I can fend you fome Remarks upon 
the Colour of the upper part of the Blood. And jfbalion this oc-- 
cafton addy in reference to Anatomical matters in general, that after 
lfa%v how favourably the ufefulnefs ^ Experimental Philofopfey 
w^s received, I was invited to inlarge it in another Edition; and for 
that, I provided divers Anatomical as well as other Experiments, and 
deflgncd many mcrefo that I have by me divers things that would not^ 
ferhaps, be unwelcome to Anatomifts, e^c.

THe Epiploon^ being lookM upon by a good Microfcope, is like a 
great Sack full of abundance of other fmall Sacks, which 
do incloCc gather wgf of Creafe or Fat. There are naany Veflcls 
which may becaIi'dv^<^//<?/^ or f^///,which ifTue out of this Mem-^ 
brar^Cy and fpreading themfelves all over the Body, conveigh Vat 
to itjuft as the Arteries carry the Blood all over the fame. Where- 
ever is Fat ot Greafe, there is found ftoreof thefe little ^y^c^/, 
wherein that is inclofed 5 whence it is, that in lean and emacia- 
ted Bodies, inftead of Fat^ you find nothing but Ski;7s. 

The ftru(5lure of thefc fma/I sacks, and of the adtpous Veffels, 
fufficiently flieweth, that the Fat is not formed accidentally out 
of the thick Vapours of the Blood, as is the common belief: 
Nor is its chief //j^ to foment the natural Heat; butitftems 
rather to conduce to the allaying of the Acrimonj of the SaltSy 
that are in the 5/Wandthe Seroftties. And indeed (faith this 
Author) leanperfons, and thofe whofef/?//'/^^?^ hath been cur, 
are more fubjed: than others to Rheumatifms y Lienteries, and 
the like difeafes that are caufed by xh^fbarpnefs of the Humours. 
And thofe that MQfat, are not fo eafily feized on by them^ in re- 
gard th^ Acrimopr^ of the Serofities is correfted by the mixture of 
the Faty juft as the fharpeft Lixivium will lofe its force, if Oyl be 
mingled therewith.
